International Communism 
(IAC-D-99, 22 August 1955) 


a. 


Agreed to establish a Provisional Committee on Inter- 
national Communism whose first task it will be to draft 
proposed terms of reference for IAC consideration. 

On approval, the Provisional Committee will proceed 
to carry out its terms of reference for a trial period, 
after which the IAC will review the functions and organ- 
ization of the Committee, and reconsider the need for 
a standing committee on this subject. The Chairman 
suggested that the agencies appoint officers to the 
Provisional Committee who would be best able to carry 
on once the terms of reference were approved. 
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The State member accepted the Chairman's proposal 
that the Department of State provide the chairman for 
the committee. 


c. Admiral Layton stated that the Joint Staff would 
participate as an observer on this committee. 


5. Post-Mortem on NIE 10-55: 
"Anti-Communist Resistance 
Potential in the Sino-Soviet 
Bloc" 
(ONE Memorandum, 24 August 1955) 
a. Noted the findings, and approved the recommendation 
to reconstitute the Resistance Intelligence Committee. 


The State member accepted the Chairman's proposal 
that the Department of State provide the chairman for 
the RIC. 


c. RIC will draft proposed terms of reference, and submit 
them to the IAC for its approval.
